A Spring Break alternative 

Spiritual fulfillment through big tree hunting 



By James A. Crawford II 
Former Editor of the Courier and current 
journalism student at the University of 
Alabama remembers his greatest "break" 

In July 1998, my cousin, Bobby Boler, 
and I decided to lake a break from the modern 
world of work and worry. In search of adven- 
ture and mystery, we set out to find a vacation 
spot that would satisfy our needs without break- 
ing our wallets. 

Bobby and I agreed that we wanted some 
thing inexpensive, yet nice and rustic. The 
Alabama vacation guide mentioned Bankhead 
National Park, the largest national forest in 
Alabama and home of the Sipse) River, the 
State's only nationally designated Wild and 
Scenic River. The park, known as the "land of 
a thousand waterfalls/' is ideal for hiking, 
hunting, fishing, swimming, canoeing and 
more. 

Within the forest are streams, limestone 
bluffs, wildlife, wild flowers and the state's 
largest tree, a 500-year-old, 1 50- foot- tall Pop- 
lar. 

Bobby and I b me fascinated by the 
tree and decided we had to see it. The journey 
began some two -and-a-half hours south, in 
Tuscaloosa. Aku where we both live. The 
drive along U.S. Highway 43 was easy and 
afforded some nice scenery along the way. 

We prepared for our journey to the pic- 
turesque forest by contacting the ranger station 
just outside of Bankhead for an information 
packet that highlighted the trails and surround- 
ing community, giving us an idea of what to 
expect. The ranger station also provided de- 
tailed directions to the campsites. Bankhead 
seemed to offer all we were looking for in a 
short wilderness adventure and it was only a 



few hours away from home. 

When we arrived in Decatur, Ala., 
we slopped at a grocery store to gather 
supplies before making our way to the 
entry point of the trails, located deep in the 
forest down several long, winding roads. 

We chose an entry point at the over- 
night-use side of the park. The rangers had 
recommended the route because of its 
scenic views and challenging trails. 

Once wc parked and paid the $1- 
per-day parking fee, we set out with our 
gear to find a campsite. We had arrived 
later than we expected. Daylight was fad- 
ing fast, so we had to move. 

The trail snaked along the Sipse) 
River. About 30 minutes into the first part 
of our hike, we came across an unexpected 
hazard: We had to cross a small lion of the Sipsey to 
continue along the trail. 

The water was almost knee-deep and seemed easily 
32 dt ses. We were unprepared, so we did the only thing 
we could think of. We took our shoes off and waded aero 
the 25-foot expanse of icy water. Stepping into the creek 
felt like sticking needles in our skin, but we pressed on. 

Once we made it to the other shore and dried off our 
feet, we resumed our search for a suitable camping spot. 
Not just any spot would do. We were holding out for the 
perfect spot, and alter 45 minutes we found it. 

An obviously well-used campsite, complete with a 
rock fire pit, was situated under a huge rock cliff over- 
hanging the site like a roof. The fireplace was perfect and 
large enough for several people, and it had large rocks all 
around it to lay utensils on and sit on as well. The creek was 
only a minute away, and the place left us wondering why 
we ever altered the American Indian's way of life. Every- 
thing was peaceful

The official beginning of 
spring is the Vernal Equinox, 
which falls on March 20, but 
spring also brings with it two 
bright stars on the eastern hori- 
zon— Arcturus and Spica! Arc- 
turus is the brightest star in the 
constellation Bootes, and Spica 
is the brightest in Virgo. 

To locate these two bright 
stars simply find the Big Dip- 
per — Ursa Major — in the 
northern sky. Follow the curve 
in the Big Dipper' s handle away 



from the bowl, and one will come 
to Arcturus. Then continue 
through Arcturus on this curved 
path, and it will lead you to 
Spica. A good way to remember 
this is to say: "follow the arc of 
the Big Dipper's handle to Arc- 
turus and then drive a spike in 
Spica!" 

Once you have found these 
two stars, then you have located 
two additional 'C'Jii^ellations. 
Bootes in ancient times was a 
herdsman, but it looks a lot like

a traditional kite with Arcturus 
at the bottom of the kite where 
the tail of the kite would be 
attached. 

Spica is the brightest star 
in Virgo, one of the 12 constel- 
lations on the ecliptic and 
thought of by the ancients as a 
young female. Keep looking 
up, enjoy our beautiful spring 
skies and have fun learning to 
locate Arcturus and Spica!

The Englewood Village will take approximately 
six months to complete, with an additional three months 
before an opening is planned. Fred Darty said, "We are 
building something that we hope Tuscaloosa will be 
proud of." The two developers are planning more 
developments in the Taylorville area.

the new development in front of Shelton State take away 
from the attractiveness of the campus off of Hwy 69?" and 
"Will it cause major traffic problems for students?" 

The reality is that these new developments are on 
commercial property, and Shelton State does not own the 
lots. Lucy Kubiszyn, the public relations director for Shel- 
ton State, said, "We need to focus on the positive. It gives 
an opportunity to Shelton students and to the community 

Shelton State student Jamie Parker said, "I think the 
Winn Dixie will cause traffic problems in the evening for 
students, but having a grocery store so close will be conve- 
nient.** It seems for this development venture, the positives 
outweigh the negatives. 

Since the construction of the new Hillcrest High School 
in 1 99 1 and the opening of the new Shelton State Community 
College in 1997, the south side of Tuscaloosa County has 
become a booming real estate area, residential I y and commer- 
cially. The south end of town, known as Taylorville, has 
numerous gas stations, three shopping centers, a small collec- 
tion of restaurants and a Food World. Tay lorville's once rural 
country is becoming much more city-like. As most welcome 
these new industries with open arms, they realize the college's 
surrounding community seems destined tocontinue growing.

Cancun has 1 4 miles oi "white-sand beaches 
and is surrounded by clear Caribbean turquoise 
waters. There is plenty to do during the day in 
Cancun. Scuba diving and snorkeling are some 
of the most popular activities. Cancun is a great 
place to do these things because of it's many 
reefs, which offer a world of tropical fish. For the 
bolder tourist, downtown offers bullfights on 
Wednesday afternoons. The downtown area also 
has excellent shopping districts. 

The shopping in Cancun varies widely. 
Shops range from luxury shops to bargaining 
stores owned by the locals.

II p.m. and most of the bars and clubs stay open 
till dawn. Mexico's legal drinking age is 18, 
which is good news for many spring breakers. 

One of the most popular bars in Cancun is 
Senor Frog* s. This restaurant and bar is the most 
visited and recommended place in Cancun, ac- 
cording to consultants. Senor Frog's offers plenty 
of dancing, music, and fun. It also offers a huge 
water slide that patrons often take advantage of. 
Some other bars include Carlos *N* Charlie's, Fat 
Tuesdays, and Pat O'Brian's. When dining in 
Cancun, be aware that there is a 10 percent sales 
tax that is additional to a posted price.

Frog*s was an experience to re- 
member. It was a spring break that 
I will never forget/* recalls Starla 
Thompson, a student at Shelton. 

To take advantage of this 
tropical paradise, you must be sure 
to exchange your dollars to pesos. 
The exchange rate varies daily. 
However, it would be in your best 
interest not to exchange all of your 
dollars to pesos. This is because 
pesos cannot be exchanged back to 
U.S. dollars. Also, you should keep 
some money in small denomina- 
tions because you could get a better 
deal with U.S. currency. Most ma- 
jorcredit cards arc accepted. How- 
ever. Discover Card is not accepted 
anywhere in the area. Also, the 
bank offers a better exchange rate 
than hotels. Banks are open onlv 
for a few hours daily, 9 a.m. to 1 :30 
p.m., so you will have to get out of 
bed early to go. 

Cancun has over 25,000 ho- 
tel rooms, so everyone is sure to 
find what they are looking for. The 
"hotel zone" offers the most luxu- 
rious accommodations on the 
beach. Four students could stay at 
one of these hotels for 7 days, start- 
ing at $699 per person. However, 
if you want a more economical 
approach, there are hotels down- 
town that offer a lower rate. You 
and three friends could stay at one 
of these hotels for $399 per person. 

Some words of caution be- 
fore jetting off to Cancun, a valid 
passport and/or an original birth 
certificate with a driver's license is 
necessary to enter the country. 



And for those who happen 
to be visiting the local fail while 
in Cancun, the local District 
Atlornc s office can hold you 
for 12 hours until a fine i^ deter- 
mined or fine you and hold you 
for up to 48 hours. For disturbing 
the peace. Public Security can fine 
and hold you for up to 36 hours. 

If you decide you want to 
take back some souvenirs, ihere 
are some guidelines. You can 
take back purchases up to $300 
and one liter of alcohol beverage 
duty fee. 

Now that you know about 
the many things you can enjoy in 
Cancun. the weather is sure to 
cooperate. It is usually about 85 
degrees and sunny during spring 
break. Warm and sunny weather 
provides the perfect backdrop to 
the Spring Equinox. The spring 
equinox is the clay of the year that 
there is equal sunlight and dark- 
ness, which is March 21. Every 
year hundreds of tourists take a 
short drive from Cancun to 
Chichen Itza. .There, on March 
21, as the afternoon sun falls on 
the Mayan E! Castillo pyramid, a 
shadow appears. As the sun falls, 
Kukulcan appears to sliver down 
the pyramid towards the sacred 
well. The locals all celebrate this 
day because Kukulcan is the god 
of fertility. They know the next 
year will be a productive one.

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With waterfalls all around us, 
Bobby thought our campsite was 
breathtaking, and I agreed. At one 
time, there must have been water- 
falls coming right over where our 
tent was located. 

We set up camp and made a 
fire with wood from fallen trees and 
those damaged by nature. We had 
agreed to follow the camping honor 
code and respect our surroundings 
while living as close to nature as 
possible, barring the occasional use 
of cooking pots and hand soap. 

We sat under the big rock that 
first night, the sound of rushing wa- 
ter crashing against the rocks all 
around us, We eagerly planned our 
next day's hike to the tree.
